WORK SOON ON 
BIG OVERPASS 


Work on a multi-million dollar overpass in Millers Road 


will start later this month. 


The overpass is designed to eliminate the dangerous Gee- 
long railway line level’ crossing near Paisley Railway Station. 


It will be constructed by the Country 
Roads Board, and work should take about 
20 months. + : . 

Preliminary work, including a side- 
track, should be finished by June, and work 
on the overpass is scheduled to start early 
in July. ‘ 

Altona’s city engineer, Mr. Ralph Sim- 
mons, told the Star the overpass would not 
affect homes in the area. 

He said all land acquisition for the pro- 
ject was completed some months ago. 

The Country Roads Board bought va- 
cant land north of the railway crossing and 
land on the west side of Millers Road from 
Australian Carbon Black. 

Mr. Simmons said the level crossing 
was very dangerous, and council would be 
happy to see it go. 

He added traffic travelled fast on Mil- 
fers Road, and the crossing had been the 
scene of several fatal accidents.
